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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a potent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sato et al. (Sato), U.S. Patent 6,733,646 B2. 

The Sato patent discloses the claimed electrodeionization apparatus 
including the filling of the compartments with the mixture of the anion and cation 
exchange resin (see claims 1-22 and example 1 of col. 7). The reference has a 
different inventive entity than the present application. 

Accordingly, the claims are rejected. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Liang 
et al. (Liang), U.S. Patent 6,824,662 B2. 
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The Liang patent discloses the claimed electrodeionization, wherein the 
water from the outlet of the diluting compartment is fed to the inlet of a 
concentrating compartment (see figures 1 and 2). The reference further discloses 
the use of the same types of ion exchange materials, and the same types of 
arrangement of the ion materials (see cols. 9 and 10). 

Consequently, since the reference discloses each and every limitation, the 
claims are anticipated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Liang 
as applied to claims above, and further in view of Liang et al. (422) U.S. Patent 
5,292,422. 

The Liang patent does not disclose the use of tie rods to secure the 
assembly of the electrodeionization cell. The prior Liang patent teaches the use of 
tie rods as conventional in the assembly of electrodeionization cells (see col. 7, 
lines 33-66). 
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Therefore, the invention as a whole would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
disclosure of the Liang patent with the teachings of the '422 patent, because the 
'422 patent teaches the conventional use of tie rods to secure the 
electrodeionization cell.
